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Mike Bader 


Mike Bader is the Executive Director, and an original founder of, the Alliance 
for the Wild Rockies, a regional grassroots environmental education and 
action network of over 900 businesses and organizations, and thousands of 
individuals. A graduate of the University of Montana, prior to working at 
AWR he worked several seasons as a park ranger at Yellowstone National 
Park involved in bear management, fire fighting, and resource management. 
He has authored numerous publications on the issues of wildlife habitat 
conservation. 


Alan Christensen 


A Pacific Northwest native, Alan Christensen received both bachelor and 
master degrees in wildlife sciences from Oregon State University. After 
serving as an officer in the US Navy, Mr. Christensen launched on a diverse 
career, including state, federal and private nonprofit employment as a wildlife 
biologist. His most recent employment includes seven years as the Northern 
Region Wildlife Program Leader for the US Forest Service, where he was 
responsible for all aspects of the wildlife program in a 25 million-acre region, 
coordinated the fisheries and wildlife budget, and served on numerous special 
committees and interagency work groups. After leaving the position as 
program leader, he became acting Forest Supervisor of the Deerlodge National 
Forest in Butte, Montana. 


Mr. Christensen’s career with the Rocky Mountain Elk Foundation is also 
diverse. From 1985 to 1987, he was the first Field Director for the 
Foundation. At that time, the organization was in its infancy, consisting of 
only three staff people and located in the small community of Troy, Montana. 
In 1995, Mr. Christensen resumed his career with the Foundation as the 
Director of the Lands Department and was subsequently promoted to Vice 
President for Conservation Programs. 


Jane Elder 


Jane Elder joined the staff of the CGBD to direct the Biodiversity Project in 
August of 1995. Prior to this, she served as Director of Ecoregion Planning 
for the Sierra Club, heading up a program to develop strategies for restoring 
and protecting the major regional ecosystems of the US and Canada. 
Previously, Jane directed the Sierra Club’s Great Lakes program as well as its 
Midwest office, and has served in a variety of other capacities for the Sierra 
Club. 


Ms. Elder received a master’s degree in Land Resources from the Institute for 
Environmental Studies at the University of Wisconsin in 1991. Her thesis 
examined the role television production practices play in framing 
environmental issues. She earned her bachelor’s degree in Communication 
Arts with high honors from Michigan State University. 

Teresa Erickson 


A Colorado native and daughter of a hard rock miner, Teresa Erickson co- 


founded the Western Colorado Congress in the 1970s, serving as WCC’s 
original staff director. Since 1986, she has been the Staff Director of the 
Northern Plains Resource Council, a grassroots Montana organization started 
by cattle ranchers whose property and livelihoods were threatened by massive 
coal mining proposals nearly 25 years ago. Ms. Erickson works with a diverse 
constituency of environmentalists, farmers, ranchers and other citizens 
concerned about the stewardship of Montana’s natural resources and 
sustainable economic development. In 1993, Ms. Erickson received the First 
Annual Jeannette Rankin Award from A Territory Resource, recognizing her 
years of dedication to principles of social justice and land stewardship. In 
1995, she trained environmental activists in the former Soviet Union in 
principles of community organizing. 


David Hunter 


David Hunter is Vice President for Programs at the Center for International 
Environmental Law (CIEL), a non-profit environmental organization 
dedicated to solving global environmental problems through strengthening and 
using international law. Mr. Hunter is also an Adjunct Professor at The 
American University’s Washington College of Law, where he teaches 
international environmental law and comparative environmental law and co- 
directs the CIEL/WCL Joint Research Program in International and 
Comparative Environmental Law. 


During 1991, Mr. Hunter was an environmental consultant to the Czech and 
Slovak environmental ministries, as well as several NGOs in central Europe. 
Formerly, he worked for three years as an environmental associate at the 
Washington, DC law firm of Skadden, Arps, Slate, Meagher & Flom and one 
year as Executive Director of WaterWatch of Oregon, a non-profit 
organization dedicated to improving western water laws. He is a 1983 
graduate of the University of Michigan with majors in economics and political 
science, and a 1986 graduate of the Harvard Law School. He is a member of 
the District of Columbia Bar and the Oregon State Bar. 


Gene Karpinski 


Gene Karpinski has been Executive Director of the US Public Interest 
Research group since 1984. Before joining US PIRG as its first director, he 
was the field director for People for the American Way, a civil liberties 

group. He has also been director of the Colorado Public Interest Research 
Group and field director for Public Citizen’s Congress Watch, a consumer and 
environmental watchdog group. 


Mr. Karpinski has appeared on all four major television news networks and 
has been cited on many occasions in The New York Times, The Washington 
Post, The Wall Street Journal, and hundreds of local newspapers. He has 
written published articles on issues ranging from nuclear safety to corporate 
lobbying to environmental buying power. Mr. Karpinski is on the board of the 
National Association of Public Interest Lawyers and the League of 
Conservation Voters. He is a 1974 graduate of Brown University and a 1977 
graduate of Georgetown University Law Center. 


Harvey Locke 


Harvey Locke is Past President of the Canadian Parks and Wilderness Society, 
Vice President of the Wildlands Project, a board member of the Nature 
Conservancy of Montana and a member of the World Commission on 
Protected Areas. He is also President of the Alberta Liberal party and a 


partner at the Calgary law firm MacKimmie Matthews, where he chairs the 
firm’s environmental practice group. 


Thomas Michael Power 


Thomas Michael Power is currently Professor of Economics and Chairman of 
the Economics Department at the University of Montana. Professor Power 
has taught at Princeton, Lehigh, and the University of Montana, where he has 
been since 1968. Professor Power’s most recent book, Lost Landscapes and 
Failed Economies: The Search for a Value of Place, was published in 1996 by 
Island Press. He has written two other books and over a hundred book 
chapters, papers, reports, and monographs in the field of resource economics 
and regional economic development. He regularly testifies before state and 
federal regulatory agencies on energy policy, natural resource development, 
environmental protection, and local economic development. 


Professor Power received his undergraduate degree in physics from Lehigh 
University. He did his graduate work at Princeton University on a Woodrow 
Wilson national fellowship. He received his masters and doctorate from 
Princeton in economics. 


Luther Propst 


Luther Propst is the Executive Director of the Sonoran Institute and the 
affiliated Rincon Institute in Tucson, Arizona. Previously, Propst was a senior 
associate with World Wildlife Fund and The Conservation Foundation in 
Washington, DC, directing the Successful Communities program. He was 
formerly an attorney in the Land Use Group with the Hartford, Connecticut 
law firm of Robinson & Cole, where he represented landowners, developers, 
local governments, and conservation organizations nationwide. Mr. Propst 
received his Law Degree and Masters in Regional Planning from the 
University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill.
